There now appears to be no reason 


to doubt that Allen county cemeteries 
have within recent months been a 
part of the wide field of operation of 
the gang' of Indianapolis ghouls, dis- 
closure of whose grewsome depreda- 
tions have lately stirred the capital 
city. 


Bufus Cantrell, the colored chief of 


the body snatchers, and now in jail 


lit Tij.liiLLli.4pGliLj U'.VLt,ii.illQ i.iictl fiji liio 
crimes, admits that he has operated 
in the Fort Wayne and other Ailen 
county burial grounds and there is 
reason to believe .he speaks the truth. 


Cantrell is reticent as to his work 


in this vicinity and for the present 
declines to give details, though he 
rcr.dily admits that he has operfcd 
m:my graves hereabouts, naming 
Lindunwood, the German Lutheran 
and the Catholic cemeteries as some 
of the places where he stole bodies. 


WORKED HEKE IN SUMMER. 
According to Cantrell's disclosures 


the season of his industry in the 
grave-robbing line up here was dur- 
ing' Mny, June, July and August, 
though he admits he was here a year 
previous to that time, when he had p. 
class which ho instructed in the trade 
of body-snatching1. 


Until Cantrell will talk more defi- 


nitely and put the authorities in pos- 
session of some means of identifying 


' the graves that have been despoiled, 


practically nothing can be known as 
Lo llic ideality of tlic bodies tr.licn. 


The modern processes of grave rob- 


bery as plied by exports like Cantrell 
and his gang leaves no cluo to the 
fact that a grave lias been disturbed. 
It would, therefore, be necessary to 
open, rue after another, the graves 
of persons buried during the time he 
says he was operating in Fort Wayne 
and vicinity. 


Probably some means will be found 


whereby Cantrell will give the locai 
authorities the necessary aid to iden- 
tifying the graves that have been 
opened in Fort Wayne. 
WHERE BODIES WEKE SHIPPED. 


Cantrell says the bodies stolen in 


Fnrt Wayiio W,TP tr.kpn to medical 
colleges in Chicago, Detroit and To- 
ledo, this place toeing selected as a pe- 
culiarly favorable field becau.32 of its 
proximity to those cities, the railway 
facilities afforded and tho size of the 
city, which was considered large 
enough for strangers to find harbor 
without attracting attention. 


It is probcMe that Cantrell and 


his gang worked extensively in the 
smaller cemeteries of the county be- 
cause of the .security with which the 
robbery could he carried on. At least 
he indicates that such was the cose 
in his admissions. 


A few days ago Superintendent 


Gorsline, of the Fort Wayne police 
department, was in Indianapolis, and 
with Detective Asch, of that city, 
visited Cantrell in jail. 
Detective 


Asch is one of the best known and 
most capable officers of the Indian- 
apolis secret service, and the revela- 
tions concerning Cantroll and his 
g-.inir are in a very large measure dua 
to the energy and intelligence of his 
efforts. 


When Superintendent Gorsline was 


presented to Cantrell, the dusky 
grave robber eyed him carefully n. 
moment nnd said: 
"I know you. 


You nrc from up north." 


PROVED WHAT HE SAID. 


Cantrell then called 'another negro, 


a member of his gang, and asked liim 
to identify Superintendent Gorsline. 
The negro promptly recognized the 
superintendent as' a person he had 
seen, but could not name the circum- 
stances or place of their former meet- 
ing. 
Cantrell then by a series of 


adroit questions refreshed the other's 
memory until identification of the su- 
perintendent was complete. 


Cnntrcll am, the other negro were 


here in July of last year, during the 
preliminary hearing of the Dunn 
murder case. 
Superintendent Gors>- 


line saw the two negroes on Berry 
street, near the government building, 
and had his attention attracted toy 
them. He turned to look after pass- 
ing them just in time to find the ne- 
groes fond turned to gaze at him. 
Tho superintendent walked back and 
accosted them, inquired their busi- 
ness received a fairly satisfactory 


reply and passed on. He did not see 
the pair again. 


Cantrell recalled all this to the su- 


perintendent, together with other in- 
cidents wholly convincing that he 
spoke the truth. 
He recalled the 


Dunn, murder case and other inci- 
dents, -among them the vigor of At- 
torney Henry Colerick's labors in the 
defense, and ffpoke with great anima- 
tion of the Fort V/ayne lawyer's 
abilities and thought lie should like 
to have him in his own defense. 


KNEW THE OSMETEBIES. 


Cantrell then made reference to the 


fact that at the time he spoke of he 
was here to instruct a class in grave- 
robbiug- and hinted at some persons 
of prominence with whom he had re- 
lations here, ibut refused to moke any 
disclosure as to identities. 


Ho described Lindenwood cemetery, 


praised its beauty, but denounced it 
as a difficult place in which to work 
with safety, owing to its proximity 
to the city, the number of persons 
constantly in the vicinity and some- 
times walking through the place, 
and the light shed from the electric 
tower in Nebraska. 
However, he 


virtually admitted that he had taken 
bodies from there. 


The Lutheran (Concordia) cemetery, 


in the east end of the city, he de- 
clared to be one of the most unfor- 
tunate locations for his business he 
had ever encountered. 


But ttie Catholic cemetery, north- 


east of Fort Wayne, he payed glow- 
ing tribute to as a place located and 
laid out with every possible advant- 
age to delight a body snatcher. 


Cnnta-e-11 complained of the vigi- 


lance of a dog at the .Catholic ceme- 
tery and its inconvenience of access, 
but in all otb«r respects pronounced 
it admirable. 


CATC GIVE NO DETAILS. 


Cantrell can give no details, or at 


any rate, Ore refuses to give any. He 
says all his books and .papers con- 
taining' such data as would sarve to 
identify the 
onolesited graves and 


dates and; places of the depredations 
have Ven destroyed. He says tnat u 
he could come up here Ive could ipoim 
out dozens of graves that 'have been 
despoiled in Allen county. 


In a newspaper interview Cantrell 


11.-.3 intimated that he stole a body 
from Ccncoxdia cemetery. 
He te]ls 


of 'having dead-headed out of Fort 
Wayno on a freight train with a 
corpse, which he took, in'to a box car 
on the WabaSh road and threw on 
top of a pile of reapers. This body 
he says he got at Lindenwood last 
summer. 
He related that after he 


got to Toledo with his 'ghastly booty 
lie was seen by a watchman in the 
railway yarns and th.it -he shouldered 
the corpse and told the watchman he 
had a drunken friend to carry 'home. 
This body, Cnntrell said, lie hid in 
the stable of a newspaper man 
in 


Toledo. 


Cautrell has promised that he wii: 


<rive more definite facts at a latar 
da.y, but Superintendent Gcrsline to- 
day received a letter from Cantrell 
in which the g>-av? robber says he 
has givjsn all the details lie 'has to 
divulge at present. 


Cantrell was at tho head of the 


gang of grave robbers that despoiled 
Indianapolis cemeteries of over on>? 
hundrsd 'bodies. A score of ipersons 
are now under indictment in Marion 
county in connection with, the 'body- 
snatching disclosures, among them 
physicians of prominence. 


TAKES NO STOCK IN IT. 


"When Superintendent H. J. Doswiell, 
of Lindenwood cemetery, was asked 
today by The Sentinel .for ihds opinion 
cowceraiuig? the alleged diisclo'suirtes 
by the negro> Cantrell, Mr. Dosweli 
said: 


"Hue whole thing; struck me as 


ridiculous, and I taks TJO 'stock in it. 
We itevve, of course, nio means of see- 
ing beneath the groundi, 'but there has 
never come to our notice the faintest 
(indication that a grave in, Lind<en- 
wood had been tampered1 with, «urd 
we believe that were such ion attempt 
Tntifl'p.. even 'by m«n skilled. In tflic 
work of grave-robbing, Bonn* trace 
of it would "be left to serve .as a means 
cf 'detection."

-ended to establish the fact that I£rs. 
Jore did not commit suicide.

•ig'ht eye, cutting the lower oyeliil 
mcl entering the rear of the right 
iide of the head, 'at less t'han half an 
nch elevation 
from the .point of 


entry. The toddy bore no marks of a 
struggle and. tihere were no <powder 
marks fit the entrance of the wound. 
It was obvious thtit the range was 
lot greatly upward as was at first 
imouiiced, but was almost parallel 
with the earth, indicating the theory 
that death TViis caused by an aimed 
veapoii.

The plan as suggest- 
ed by One of the leaders ds to 'get 1,- 
000 railway men1 to contribute $5 
each and with the $5,000 thus liaised 
purchase a. piece of land n'eair the city 
and erect 
comfortable buildtogs. 


These need not be extensive nor cost- 
ly in the start, but they should be 
planned -with a view of 'adding to 
them until they «re lad'equate fox all 
demands li'kely to be made upon them. 
For the maintenance of the home it 
is proposed that the original con- 
tributors tO'Wiaaxl the movement 'and 
as many more sis d«sire to do sa, give 
$1 per year, in iannnia'1 or semi-annuial 
payments, as best 'suits their conven- 
iences.
